The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fail to disclose an electrolyte solution for a metal oxygen battery comprising a non 
aqueous solvent having a oxygen solubility of greater than 0.1632cc 02/cc solvent at 
STP in combination with one more solvents having an oxygen solubility of less than 
0.1 1 50 02/cc solvent at STP wherein the oxygen solubility of the solvent combination is 
at least 0.1 150 cc 02/cc at STP and wherein the oxygen is reduced at a cathode 
surface of the metal oxygen battery to product 0'^-2 or 02'^-2 and increase in amount of 
dissolved oxygen in the electrolyte increases the specific capacity of the cathode.
